 (h) Chapter 19.16 RCW, collection agencies; 

 (i) Chapter 19.31 RCW, employment agencies; 

 (j) Chapter 19.105 RCW, camping resorts; 

 (k) Chapter 19.138 RCW, sellers of travel; 

 (l) Chapter 42.44 RCW, notaries public; 

 (m) Chapter 64.36 RCW, timeshares; 

 (n) Chapter 67.08 RCW, boxing, martial arts, and w restling; 

 (o) Chapter 18.300 RCW, body art, body piercing, a nd tattooing; 

 (p) Chapter 79A.60 RCW, whitewater river outfitter s;

 Moneys in the account may be spent only after appr opriation.  

Expenditures from the account may be used only for expenses incurred 

in carrying out these business and professions lice nsing activities of 

the department.  Any residue in the account must be  accumulated and 

may not revert to the general fund at the end of th e biennium.  During 

the 2013-2015 fiscal biennium, the legislature may transfer from the 

business and professions account to the state gener al fund such 

amounts as reflect the excess fund balance of the a ccount. 

 (2) The director must biennially prepare a budget request based on 

the anticipated costs of administering the business  and professions 

licensing activities listed in subsection (1) of th is section, which 

must include the estimated income from these busine ss and professions 

fees."

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  EFFECT:   Transfers available fund balances from t he 
Professional Engineers' Account ($1,913,000), Elect rical License 
Account ($3,400,000) and Business and Professions A ccount 
($3638,000) to the General Fund.  Modifies allowabl e uses of those 
accounts, for the 2013-15 Biennium, to include tran sferring excess 
fund balance amounts to the General Fund. Reduces t he transfer from 
the Legal Services Revolving Account to the General  Fund by 
$500,000.
